The White House legal 
staff has made “some' mis- 
takes” and the office is be- 
ing reorganized to bring in 
new legal talent to assist in 
President Nixon’s Watergate 
defense, press secretary 
Rohald L. Ziegler said yes- 
terday. 

John J. Sullivan, a Chi- 
cago attorney, judge on the 
appellate court of Illinois, 
and an old friend of the 
President, has joined the 
counsel’s office to work on 
Watergate issues, .Ziegler 
said after what appeared 
to be a rebuke to J. Fred 
Buzhardt, who has handled 
the bulk of the court work 
involving Watergate. 

Buzhardt is expected to 
remain in the counsel’s of- 
fice, but Leonard Garment, 
who has assisted Buzhardt 
in the legal work, is ex- 
pected to leave the counsel’s 
office and resume his work 
as an adviser on cultural 
and minority affairs. 

When Buzhardt was told 
at U.S. District Court here 
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Watergate special prosecu- 
tor’s staff as biased and po- 
litically motivated. 

But he exempted Leon Ja- 
worski, the chief prosecutor, 
from the attack. Jaworski is 
a 44 Very responsible and fair 
man,” Ziegler said. 

However, members of his 
staff* whom former prosecu- 
tor Archibald Cox recruited, 
have displayed “ingrained 
suspicion and visceral dis- 
like for this President and 
this administration,” Ziegler 
said. 

When asked whether the 
President has full confi- 
dence in Buzhardt, . Ziegler 
replied: “I don’t want to ex- 
press any public dissatisfac- 
tion in relation to the work 
of any individual.” 

When a reporter asked if 
he was not cutting off Buz- 
hardt at the knees, Ziegler 
said he was not and that Buz- 
hardt “is doing good job 
and will continue to do a 
good job.” 

• Acknowledging that mis- 
takes have been made, par- 
ticularly in relation to pub- 
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- hardt would continue in 
the counsel’s office but 
would delegate authority to 
others being brought in, in- 
cluding Sullivan.
